Throughout Nation 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Americans poured from their 
homes in massive numbers to­ 
day to settle the cliff-hanging 
race for the presidency between 
Richard M. Nixon and Hubert 
H. Humphrey—or to throw the 
battle into the House. 
Election 
oratory a 
fading 
echo, they rose from their beds 
early and stood in line for 
blocks 
in towns and 
cities 
across the land, undeterred in 
some 
areas 
by 
rain-swollen 
clouds overhead. 
From North Carolina came 
reports of the “ heaviest turnout 
in memory.” From Columbus, 
Ga.: “ There are crowds like we 
have never seen.” 
In Mobile County, Ala., early 
voting appeared the heaviest in 
history. In the Kansas City area 
it 
was considerably 
heavier 
than usual. In Detroit, long

lineups were the rule, although 
the actual vote was somewhat 
below 1964. 
Eighty people were in line 
when the polls opened at 6:30 
a.m. in a Columbus, Ohio, sub­ 
urb. Cars were backed up for 
two miles at a Charlotte, N.C., 
precinct. 
These early-bird voters were 
casting their ballots in climax to 
one of the most topsy-turvy, 
dramatic presidential election 
campaigns in history. 
The pollsters had retreated 
from late summer and early au­ 
tumn forecasts of a smashing 
victory for Nixon, the Republi­ 
can candidate, to a virtual re­ 
fusal to choose between him and 
Democrat Humphrey. 
George C. Wallace’s third-par­ 
ty drive appeared to be slipping 
a gear or two toward the wire, 
but it carried still the dynamite 


of upset as well as the potential 
of denying either a majority of 
the electoral votes. 
In that event, the House, for 
the third time in history, would 
pick the president. 
The candidates, like the aver­ 
age voter, got out early. 
Humphrey and his wife Mur­ 
iel folded paper ballots in the 
white frame township hall near 
their home in Waverly, Minn. 
An old pot-bellied stove heated 
the room, chasing early morn­ 
ing chill. 
“ Oh, it’s a secret,” the vice 
president joked when asked 
about his choice. 
Humphrey’s running mate. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, did 
away with guessing games. He 
said he and his wife Jane voted 
“ straight Democratic” in the 
South Grammar School in his 
hometown, Waterville. Maine. 


Within earshot, about 
175 
demonstrators chanted. “ Free 
elections now, ” shadowing elec­ 
tion day as they had the cam­ 
paign with a plea for peace in 
Vietnam 
Republican vice presidential 
candidate Spiro T. Agnew. wife 
Judy, son Randy and daughter 
Susan voted in an .Annapolis. 
Md.. firehouse. 
Agnew. in a serious vein, said 
he was “ looking forward to a 
victory but we'll be prepared to 
lose in case it doesn't come.” 
Nixon beat all the candidates 
to the ballot box. 
Last Thursday, in New York 
City for a televised rally, he 
filled in an absentee ballot in 
the living room of his Fifth .Ave­ 
nue apartment—just in case he 
couldn’t get back to his adopted 
hometown from California be­ 
fore the polls closed.

It was only a matter of time 


when Hollywood decided the 
American tourist would make 
a swell subject for a movie. 
So “ If It’s Tuesday, This Must 
Be Belgium’’ is currently be­ 
ing filmed in Europe by David 
Wolper for United Artists. 


It’s aliout a group of first­ 
time visitors who “ do” nine 
countries in 18 days, which 
isn’t especially unusual. The 
film, naturally, includes all 
the 
stereotypes—the 
World 
War II veteran searching for 


old battlefields, the lady who 
spends all her time in her 
hotel room writing post cards, 
the chronic complainer ( “ We 
always 
have 
ice 
water 
in 
America” ), the lady who is 
always g e t t i n g lost, the 
souvenir 
h u n t e r and the 
camera nut. 


“ And 
it’s 
all 
true, 
true, 
true,” says comedian Marty 
Ingels, who plays the camera 
nut. “ Why are Americans so 
noisy, so demanding? 
When 
we were in London, I saw a 
lady climb aboard a bus at 
Trafalgar Square and ask the 
driver how to get to Trafalgar 
Square. She didn’t believe it 
when she was told she was 
standing on it.” 


Despite occasional lapses by 
Americans, it is still unfair 
to call U.S. tourists noisy, 
free-spending boobs. 
Things 
have 
c h a n g e d 
radically. 
American travelers are con­ 
siderably more sophisticated 
t h a n in the ’50s when the 
tourist myths were first estab­ 
lished. 


Today, most objective ob­

The British have claimed

their very own and Swedes 
have just about taken over the 
island of Rhodes. 


Amsterdam 
is a 
favorite 
with all tourists, regardless of 
national origin. Because, as 
an Englishman said, “ It’s so 
incredibly 
clean 
here 
and 
everybody speaks English.” 
So finding a real Dutchman in 
Amsterdam is almost as dif­ 
ficult as finding a native-born 
New Yorker in New York. 


But, after all, why shouldn’t 
tourists behave like tourists? 
To them, p]urope is a vacation 
and vacations are meant to be 
enjoyed. If enjoyment means 
“ doing” 
nine 
countries 
in 
three weeks, who can argue? 
“ I saved 49 weeks for this 
fling,” 
an 
American 
from 
Passaic, 
N. 
J., 
explained, 
“ and I ’ll probably never get 
over here again. So I am go­ 
ing to take pictures, write 
post cards and ask for ice w a­ 
ter and complain about the 
plumbing. What’s so wrong 
about that?”

This super TV soap o[)era 
has achieved instant success 
in 19 countries, ranging from 
Iceland to Zambia. 


“ The 
Forsyte 
Saga” 
has 
been 
described 
as 
“ Peyton 
Place with class.” In 26 hour- 
long 
episodes, 
it 
tells 
the 
story of the money-mad For­ 
syte family and their ups and 
downs from Victorian times 
to the 1920s. As it takes six 
months to run at the rate of 
one episode a week, viewers 
feel 
that 
the 
Forsytes are 
part of the family by the time 
the serial is conq)leted. 


The serial has started a 
boom in Edwardian fashions 
here in Britain, and made a 
best seller of Galsworthy in 
H o l l a n d . D e n m a r k and 
Czechoslovakia, while Yugo­ 
slavia is bringing out a new 
edition of his novels in Serbo- 
Croat. 


The reason why the saga 
has been so universally pop­ 
ular, according to B BC pro­ 


ducer Donald Wilson, is that 
the Forsytes, who struck it 
rich in the mid-19th century, 
lived 
through 
a 
period 
of 
great social upheaval, not un­ 
like the present. 
.Also Galsworthy, who won 
the Nobel Prize for Litera­ 
ture. 
was 
something 
of 
a 
rebel, 
crusading 
for

en’s rights. 
In the England where Gals­ 
worthy grew up. a man’s wife 
was his chattel slave. 
She 
could own no {iroperty, and if 
she had money, it became 
her husband’s. If he was un­ 
faithful to hei', she had no 
ri'course. 
She was trap[)ed 
by marriage. 
Galsworthy h i m s e l f ran 
afoul of the social code w'hen 
he fell in love w'ith, and later 
married, 
his 
cousin’s 
wife 
.Ada. 
All of this was to fur­ 
nish the raw materials for 
“ The Forsyte Saga.” 
Producer Wilson, a .56-year- 
old Scot. got the idea of serial­ 
izing the Galsworthy novels 
in 19.57, only to discover that 
MGM 
had 
the 
TV 
rights. 
A f t e r negotiations w'h i c h 
dragged on for nearly eight 
years, 
Wilson 
got 
the 
go- 
ahead signal, while MGM re­ 
tained the E u r 0 p e a n and 
North American sales rights 
to the TV serial. 


The producer’s job was to 
break down the six novels 
into 26 TV’ episodes, assign 
writers to script them, and 
prepare a budget that would 
cover everything from big- 
name actors to the provision 
of wigs, bustles and silver- 
topped canes.

Castro Sets 'Longevity' Record 


HAVANA (AP) — Ever since 
Fidel Castro turned Cuba to­ 
ward communism people have 
been trying to overthrow him 
and the system. Past perform­ 
ances 
and 
present 
circum­ 
stances indicate they have little 
chance. 
In longevity, the Castro gov­ 
ernment already exceeds most 
Latin governments. And the Cu­ 
ban prime minister now has 
more successive years of offi­ 
cial control under his belt than 
any of his predecessors. 
The loss of his leadership un­ 
doubtedly would be a staggering 
blow for those left behind. But 
with Castro or without him, 
communism now seems well 
enough entrenched to continue 
on this island. 
Castro 
has 
forged 
many 
changes—too 
many 
changes, 
say some experts— for Cuba 
ever to return to the past. 
He has imposed a new ideolo­ 
gy, a new way for fun-loving Cu­ 
bans to think. The most basic 
change, however, is that he has 
turned over much of the coun­ 
try. although not its control, to 
ordinary people. 
Hundreds of thousands of Cu­ 
bans now enjoy beaches, hotels.

Ele­ 
mentary students are taught, 
for example, that the United 
States intervened for imperialis­ 
tic reasons in 1898 and snatched 
victory from the Cubans as they 
were about to crush their Span­ 
ish colonizers. 
Castro speeches and propa­ 
ganda ignore what remains of 
the aging middle class and 
score with the masses, the for­ 
gotten people of earlier govern­ 
ments. 
In 10 years or less, the gov­ 
ernment will have completed in­ 
doctrination of the country’s 
youth. Only the brighter stu­ 
dents will have questions then 
and they will have no place to 
go but along. 
In the meantime, the govern­ 
ment is giving thousands of 
young men and women techni­ 
cal training to drive tractors, 
run sugar refineries, drill for 
oil. repair machinery, artificial­ 
ly inseminate cattle, giow citrus 
and fire a carbine. Some of the 
training is superficial because 
of unqualified instructors, a 
lack of books and continued 
time ouLs to do agricultural 
work or read Castro speeches. 
Foulups and inefficiency abound 
but the program is moving 
ahead. 
In this year of severe short­ 
ages and hard labor, a wave of 
discontent and sabotage has 
crLsscrossed the island. Youths 
have struck back with vandal­ 
ism at the rigidity of education. 
There are unconfirmed reports 
of minor defections from the 
army, the only group organized 
and armed to even think about a 
coup. 
But army discipline is tight. 
About 70-80 per cent of the rul­ 
ing ('ommunist party Central 
Committee are militarv' men. 
ex-Castro guerrilla fighters loy­ 
al to the prime minister. Six of 
the eight members of the power­ 
ful Politburo are military men. 
Military chiefs or party lead­ 
ers occupy all the positions of 
control in Cuba. But counting 
the civilian militia, it is estimat­ 
ed that Castro has 250,000- 
500,000 men under arms. 
The militant Committees for 
the Defense of the Revolution— 
CDR — with nearly 2.5 million 
members of the island's eight 
million population, present an

civilian 
vigilance 
force. In the backlash of discon­ 
tent, they have been given free 
reign to keep their neighbors on 
the revolutionary path. 
Moving about the country in 
1968 is more difficult than in the 
days of ex-president Fulgencio 
Batista, whom Castro overthrew 
in 1959.

Thai-American Polulation 
Increases Study Reveals 


BANGKOK (AP) — American 
servicemen stationed in Thai­ 
land have fathered more than 
2.000 illegitimate children in the 
past four years, the Pearl S. 
Buck Foundation estimates. 
Frank J. Davis, executive di­ 
rector of the Philadelphia-based 
foundation, said last week his 
organization has accounted for 
about 750 Thai-American chil­ 
dren and “ we think this is only 
about one-third of the total num­ 
ber” 
Davis, here for talks with the 
Thai government on care of the 
children, said their ages range 
between 1 and 4. 
More than 95 per cent of them 
were born as the result of liai­ 
sons between Americans and 
Thai bar girls and hostess who 
live with the troops during their 
tours under an arrangement 
known as the “ hired wife sys­ 
tem” 
Some fatherless children listed 
on the foundation’s books, con­ 
sidered 
“ emergency 
cases." 
will receive immediate financial 
help. Thailand has agreed to let 
the foundation set up projects to 
counsel the mothers, help sup­ 
port and educate the children 
and give advice to American 
families interested in adopting 
Thai-.5merican children.

VERCELLI, Italy (AP) — 
The sk ies cleared over northern 
Italy today after 8 4 hou rs of 
rain, and waters began receding 
in a triangle of death and ru in 
along the sou th slopes of the 
Alps. 
Floods and landslides took at 
least 102 lives there and other 
persons were missing. 
"The worst seems to 
be 
over,” said an official of Vercel- 
li province, in the hardest hit re­ 
gion between Milan and Tu rin. 
"The water is receding and 
colder weather in the Alps has 
check ed the ru noff.” 
Bu t as the northern tribu tar­ 
ies emptied floodwaters into the 
Po, Italy’s greatest river, offi­ 
cials went on the alert for new 
dangers in that river’s basin. 
Low-lying areas were ordered 
evacu ated as a precau tionary 
measu re. 
Emergency crews work ed to 
reopen roads in the flood zone. 
Some villages still were isolat­ 
ed. The Milan-Tu rin main rail­ 
way line was restored and so 
was the international rail line 
throu gh the Simplon Pass be­ 
tween Italy and Switzerland. 
Damage to the indu strially 
rich province of Vercelli, which 
also is a major rice produ cer, 
was estimated at more than $16 
million. 
In Biella, at the foot of the 
Alps, some 8 0 of the city’s 120 
textile 
mills were wreck ed, 
thou sands were jobless and 
many were homeless also.

NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dential electioneering wound up 
Monday night in a televised 
flood of words and displays of 
stamina by both Republican and 
Democratic standard bearers. 
Each candidate subjected him­ 
self to two hour-long live shows 
called "telethons,” but more 
aptly described as talkathons. 
The networks 
were awash 
with political broadcasts that 
pre-empted regular programs. 
At most times during the earlier 
part of the evening, there were 
two political broadcasts in pro­ 
gress at the same time. 
At one point, Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey was appearing live on his 
ABC telethon while one of his 
filmed broadcasts w'as being re­ 
run on NBC.

The live broadcasts of Hum­ 
phrey and Richard M. Nixon 
holding questions telephoned in 
from all parts of the country 
were interesting to watch. After

fatigue. And although the basic 
idea of both the Nixon windup 
and the Humphrey finish were 
the same, the execution was 
vastly different. 
Humphrey appeared with his 
running mate. Sen. Edmund S.

They 
sat side by side before rows of 
telephone-equipped desks. 
A large assortment of show 
business 
personalities—Abbe 
Lane, Douglas Fairbanks Jr., 
Steve Allen, Buddy Hackett 
among them—were answering 
the calls. The questions were 
amplified so that the candidates 
and the viewers could hear 
them. 
Nixon sat alone in an easy 
chair on a circular dais that 
was dramatically lighted. In 
front of him was the group of 
airline stewardess' who have 
formed a Nixon volunteer ca­ 
dre.

Republican in the past, gave 
eight votes today to Democrat 
Hubert H. Humphrey and four 
to Richard M. Nixon.

stayed in the Republican camp 
and its 11 registered voters cast 
ballots for Nixon. 
The two towns were among 
the first in the nation to count 
their presidential vote. 
In 1960 Nixon collected all 
eight votes to which Dixville 
Notch, a town near the Cana­ 
dian border, was then entitled. 
The makeup of the population 
has changed since then, howev­ 
er, with development of a new 
ski area bringing in some new 
families. 
The voting at Dixville Notch 
was completed a few moments 
after midnight. Doughnuts and 
coffee helped to lure all the vil­ 
lage’s registered voters to the 
polling place some time before 
midnight, and when the polls of­ 
ficially opened at the stroke of 
12 Town Moderator Nil Tillotson 
cast the first ballot and the oth­ 
ers quickly followed. 
New Hampshire law permits 
towns to set their own hours for 
opening the polls. They may be 
closed when every registered 
voter has cast a ballot. 
Dixville Notch is in Coos 
County, one of the nation’s bell­ 
wether counties. Coos has voted 
for the winner in every presi­ 
dential election since 1884. 
Town Clerk Norman Greene, 
his Southern accent standing out 
against the Yankee twang of his 
neighbors, gave a party for Dix­ 
ville

Greene moved to New Hamp­ 
shire three years ago from In­ 
man.

Electors Still Face 
Tricky Task

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cam­ 
paign oratoiy is likely to give 
way to behind-the-scenes ma­ 
neuvering on one or perhaps 
two levels if today's election 
fails to produce a clear-cut 
Electoral College winner. 
There has been no agreement 
among the three presidential 
candidates about what should be 
done if one of them fails to get 
the needed 270 electoral votes. 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
has challenged Democrat Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey to agree in 
advance to support the popular 
vote winner if the election goes 
to the House. 
Humphrey said he has always 
favored direct popular election 
of the president—which would 
require a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
Until one can be passed, he 
has said he stands behind the 
constitutional procedure that 
provides for election by the 
House if no candidate wins a 
majority in the Electoral Col­ 
lege. 
George C. Wallace says the 
matter will never go to the 
House but will be settled, if nec­ 
essary. by the electors them­ 
selves who meet and vote Dec*. 
16 in their respective states. 
The maneuvering, however, 
that is likely to occur will in­ 
volve first the Electoral (.'ollege 
itself whose 538 members won’t 
vote until Dec 16. It will take 
270 electoral votes—a simple 
majority—for 
a 
presidential 
candidate to win. 
The next target of maneuver­ 
ing would be the New Hou.se of 
Representatives, which will in­ 
herit the task of picking a presi­ 
dent if the Electoral College 
can't do it. 
When the public votes tonight, 
it expresses its presidential 
preferenc’e but actually picks 
slates of electors in each state 
The slates of candidates for 
elector have said which presi­ 
dential nominee they favor. The 
slate supporting the nominee 
who wins the most popular 
votes in each state gets to cast 
all that state’s electoral votes. 
If Richard M. Nixon, Hubert 
H. Humphrey or George C Wal­ 
lace wins in states with 270 or 
more electoral votes, the elec­ 
toral college proceedings are a 
formality. 
But if there is no immediate 
apparent majority after the pop­ 
ular voting, the dickering can 
begin. 
In only 16 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia are the elec­ 
tors actually pledged to follow 
their state’s popular vote. Wal­ 
lace’s electors m many states 
have pledged to do what he 


says. Thus, if Wallace told his 
electors to vote for Nixon or 
Humphrey, that could create an 
electoral majority despite the 
popular vote.

to whom the electors are pledged — except in a tew 
.states, and m those states the penalties for not doing 
so are minor This makes it possible, m theory at 
least, for the electors to vote for any candidate they 
ch(M>se. regardless of the wishes of the people 
If the electors fail to cast a majority vote for any 
candidate, power to elect the President then pa.s.st*s 
to the Hou.se of 
Hepre.sentalives, where the 
congressmen from each .state are free to vote for any 
one of the three top candidates .seUvted by the 
Electoral College 
Yet the Constitution provides that in the Hou.se 
each state delegation has just one vote That vote 
would be determined by a [)oll of the delegation Hut 
if a state delegation should be evenly divided and 
unable to agree on a candidate by majority vote, it 
would not have a vote Further, the Constitution 
requires only that a quorum of two-thirds of the 
states be repre.sented in (he House .selection of a 
President. 
The Constitution provides in Article II that if the 
electors report they have failed to elect a President, 
then the Hou.se shall ‘‘immediately’’ vote on th(>

The (Constitution d(X"s not .say that the vice 
president shall bi'come President And it dws not 
state how long this situation would continue 
The Senate, like the House, is not bound to vote 
for the vice presidential candidate with the highest 
popular vote, but can .seUvt eitlu*r of the two top 
candidates in the Electoral College vote And again, 
since the Ekx toral (College is not hound by law to 
vote for the most popular candidates, it theoretically 
could give enough votes to a minority candidate —

— Changing the Constitution- 
Several attempts have been made to rewrite the 
Coastitution, by amendments, to cover potential 
cri.si*s. Unfortunately, none of them has gone far 
enough to take care of all the questions ratst'd m this 
year’s election. 
The 'Pwelfth Amendment, 
ratified 
in 
1804, 
changed the constitutional provision that the two 
top candidates in ek*ctoral voting should 
Ih^ 
President and vice jiresident, resptx'tively. Under 
that system this year we might have had Richard 
Nixon as President anci HulH*rt Humphrey as his 
vice president 
The ‘20th Amendment, ratified in 1933, changed 
the date for starting the terms of office of the 
President and vice president from March 4 to ,Ian 
20 in the years following presidential election days. 
It also tried to solve the problem of what happens if 
a President-elect dies before he takes office or if 
there has iK'en an election deadlock. It declared that 
in the event of the death of the President-elect, “the 
vice president-elect shall liecome President. ” 
It then goes on to .say that if a President has not 
Ix'eii chosen by the time he should take office, or has 
failed to (jualify for other rea.soas, ‘‘the vice 
president-eliH't shall 
act as President until a 
President shall have (jualified.’’ 
But again the amendment dtx’s not spell out how 
long the vice president shall ‘‘act ” as President, 
whether he actually Ixxomes President if no 
presidential candidate 
d( X \s qualify, or how such a 
candidate can qualify for the office if he has not 
done .so by inauguration day. 
It’s all most confusing. And it will take .some 
expert coastitutional lawyers with perhaps an 
appeal to tlx* Supreme (’ourt to straighten out the 
(juestion of who is ekvted if neither Nixon nor 
Humphrey gets the required 270 electoral votes to 
make him President.

Ho's Aim: 
Win War 
at Paris

NEW YORK (NEA) 
The fo reig n n ews an aly st, like the histo rian o f cu rren t 
affairs, faces the difficu lt p ro blem o f tellin g his sto ry be­ 
fo re kn o win g ho w it will en d. The Vietn amese dram a n o w 
en terin g a n ew p hase is a case in p o in t. 
The diplo matic nego tiatio ns in Paris will be lo ng and 
arduo us. The Co mmunists, as usual, will seek to gain at 
the co nference table the v icto ry that eluded them o n the 
battlefield. 
Nev ertheless, desp ite the lo u d p ro p ag an da o f Ho Chi 
Min h’s p artisan s in the Un ited SUites an d elsewhere in the 
West, it is already clear that No rth Vietn amese an d their 
Viet Co n g allies are n eg o tiatin g fro m weakn ess an d n o t 
fro m stren g th. 
No t o n ly No rth Vietn am bu t the en tire in tern atio n al 
Co mmu n ist mo v emen t is sig n ifican tly weaker in 1%8 than 
it was in 19 6 5 when Presiden t Jo hn so n decided to escalate 
the war. 
The p o litical co n v u lsio n s in Red Chin a, Mao Tse-tu n g ’s 
g ro win g co n flict with the "rev isio n ists” in Mo sco w an d the 
Kremlin ’s escalatin g tro u bles in Ru ssia an d E ast Eu ro p e 
were u n do u btedly decisiv e facto rs in Han o i’s n ew p o licy . 
Future o bjectiv e h i s t o r i a n s may well agree that 
America’s eno rmo us sacrifices were no t in v ain and that 
it was President .J o hnso n’s co mmitment in Vietnam that 
sav ed So utheast Asia fro m Co mmunist do minatio n and the 
wo rld fro m a nuclear war. 
They will su rely deal mo re kin dly with the Presiden t than 
to day ’s p eacen iks with a p en chan t fo r wishfu l thin kin g in 
a wo rld o f hard an d o ften bru tal facts. 
An d in 19 6 5 the facts in So u theast Asia were bru tal, in ­ 
deed. The Red wo rld was n o t as sp lit as it is to day . The 
Asian n atio n s, which had o n ly recen tly liberated them ­ 
selv es fro m co lo n ialism, were weak an d mo st o f them 
small. Ev en the mo st p o p u lo u s o n es like In dia, In do n esia 
an d Pakistan were hardly the rep o sito ry o f p o wer. 
There was a p o wer v acu u m in So u theast Asia which the 
Co mmu n ists, backed by Ru ssia an d Red Chin a, attem p ted 
to fill. Witho u t the p ro tectiv e shield p ro v ided by the Un ited 
States there wo u ld be to day few, if an y , free n atio n s in 
Asia. 
American aid also p ro v ided the So u th Vietn amese with 
the first stable g o v ern men t in their histo ry . Presiden t 
Thieu ’s g o v ern men t, frag ile tho u g h it m ay still be, is mo re 
firmly in the saddle than m an y critics o f Saig o n ex p ected. 
A stable g o v ern men t an d so me ability to p ro v ide their 
o wn secu rity are the stro n g est cards the So u th Vietn amese 
n o w hav e in their dealin g s with No rth Vietn am an d the 
Viet Co n g . 
No ne o f this means that a peace settlement is near. After 
Russia’s reckless inv asio n o f Czecho slo v akia, there is no 
ro o m fo r o ptimism. 
As Secretary o f State Ucan Ru sk warn ed; The threat to 
So u theast Asia—o r Eu ro p e an d the Middle E ast—is n o t 
mitig ated by the fact that the Red wo rld is n o lo n g er mo n o ­ 
lithic o r that Han o i is at o dds with Pekin g . 
Mao Tse-tu n g , Ho Chi Min h an d the ru lers o f Ru ssia co n ­ 
tin u e to p reach the same do ctrin e o f m ilitan t co mmu n ism 
an d p ro mo te the sam e techn iq u es o f ex p an sio n thro u g h so - 
called wars o f n atio n al liberatio n . 
Nev ertheless, becau se o f Presiden t Jo hn so n ’s determ in a­ 
tio n to resist Co mmu n ist ag g ressio n in Vietn am an d his 
co u rag e to risk u n p o p u larity , time is n o lo n g er o n the side 
o f the Co mmu n ists.

Amateurs Top Thieves' 


A Chicago -based insurance publicatio n has 
co me up with an interesting fo o tno te to the 
annual spate o f repo rts fro m the FBI o n the 
alarming increase in crime. 
Acco rding to the J o urnal o f American In­ 
surance, it’s no t the man with the mask and 
gun but the emplo y e with the white o r blue 
co llar who presents American business with 
its majo r theft pro blem. 
Lo sses due to emplo y es helping themselv es 
to unautho rized fringe benefits are rising at 
the rate o f 15 per cent a y ear fo r a to tal take 
in the v ery big mo ney bracket. Staff pilfering 
co st banks alo ne $13.7 millio n last y ear—al­ 
mo st twice the $7.2 millio n bank ro bbers 
made o ff with. 
In the retail field, emplo y es are also far 
ahead o f their pro fessio nal co mpetitio n, steal­ 
ing twice as much as sho plifters. 
The J o urnal estimates the to tal annual lo ss 
at $4 billio n, dwarfing the co st o f all crimes 
o f v io lence and business lo sses caused by 
fire. 
All o f which suggests that a fresh lo o k at 
the spirit o f lawlessness abro ad in the land 
might be in o rder fo r a go o d many seemingly 
so lid citizens. 
Like charity , law and o rder begins at ho ine.

“ He said; 'w e’re go ing to take 
o v er a new ship ev ery day fo r 
100 day s,” ’ Bedlin to ld news­ 
men. 
M.R. 
G arriso n, a

liv ing, in 
Ro m e, Italy , said the hijacker 
said the black natio nalists were 
taking the actio n fo r “a new Af­ 
rica.” 
“ He said they wo u ld take o ne 
a day fo r 100 day s and that this 
was the first o ne. He was a 
ko o k!” Garriso n said. 
Bedlin said the man asserted 
black natio nalists intend to hi­ 
jack co m m ercial lines “ to sho w 
the white peo ple that w e’re 
keeping them do wn, o r so m e­ 
thing like th at.” 
P ilo t Anto ne H u nter said the 
hijacker—wav ing 
a 
rev o lv er 
with a six -inch barrel—o rdered 
stew ardess Sandy O’Brien to 
co llect mo ney fro m the passen­ 
gers. 
"H e made her co u nt the mo n­ 
ey o n the flo o r,” after Miss 
O’Brien retu rned to the co ckpit, 
the captain said. It to taled $405. 
R o bert Seely o f Dallas, Tex ., 
said: “ He acted co m pletely cra­ 
zy . He said he was taking u p the 
m o ney as co ntraband o f w ar.” 


Other passengers co nfirm ed 
the rem ark. 
A Natio nal Air Lines .spo kes­ 
man said the passenger listed 
o n the m anifest as "M r. H. 
Jackso n" o f Bato n Ro u ge, La., 
was no t o n the list o f retu rning 
passengers. Federal Bu reau o f 
Inv estigatio n agents qu estio ned 
the crew and passengers, bu t 
declined to disc'u ss Jackso n o r 
any o ther aspect o f the case. 
H u nter said the hijacker held 
a gu n at Miss O’B rien’s head 
and fo rced her to u nlo ck the 
co ckpit do o r abo u t 10 m inu tes 
o u t o f New Orleans o n Natio nal 
Flight 18 6 fro m Ho u sto n to Mi­ 
am i v ia New Orleaas. 
Miss O'Brien said the hijacker 
bo arded the plane wearing a 
blu e blazer and "lo o ked v ery 


nice.” She said he changed in a

The hijacker was whisked 
away qu ickly after landing in 
Cu ba.
